John Maclntyre, County Manager, advised that at yesterday's caucus neeting there was an extensive workshop discussion relative to
the need for additional inmate housing. He provided an aerial photograph of the detention conplex, which was not placed into the
record, and discussed issues regarding the need to expand the jail to address the increasing i nmate popul ation. He stated that
funding in the amount of $550,000 was approved for the 1995/96 fiscal year for jail expansion, but that this anpunt is not
sufficient to address the i mmedi ate need; and that resolution of this issue will require a teameffort of several County

depart nents.

Upon inquiry of Commi ssioner Bradhurst, Craig McConnell, Director, Department of Public Wrks, stated that General Services and
the Public Works Departnments have been involved in the process and understand that this is a high priority proposal; that project
generation has benefited from excell ent organization by the Sheriff's staff; and that he attended a neeting with the architects
with respect to the proposed structure and believes the project is well thought out and is being approached properly.

Ri chard Kirkland, Sheriff, provided additional information and advised that they are offering i nmate Conmi ssary funds for
assistance in building their own facilities, which is supported by Nevada statutes; and that this norning there were 907 i nmates
and this nunber is projected to increase significantly. He provided witten information, which was not placed on file with the
Clerk, in response to witten conments subnmitted by the Public Defender, and advised that his questions have been answered and
they have offered to neet with himand his staff to resolve any issues that nmay exist. Sheriff Kirkland reviewed current and
future housi ng needs and advi sed that the request today is approval for construction of the first additional housing unit to be
| ocat ed between housing units four and five and to be built within the next 90 days.

Conmmi ssioner Sins stated that he supports whatever is necessary to address the inmate popul ati on probl em and commended the Sheriff
and his staff for their efforts in this regard. A discussion commenced relative to funding options and personnel needs and costs.
Conmmi ssi oner Sins suggested that a | ong-term conprehensive fundi ng package addressing jail expansion be devel oped and presented to
the Board as soon as possible.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst commented that approval of the construction of the proposed structure would not indicate authority to add
personnel beyond that already authorized; and that he hopes efforts expended over the next few nonths nmay reduce projected
personnel needs. He then suggested that a workshop be scheduled with the crimnal justice conmunity to discuss the Positive
Producti on Program which was di scussed during yesterday's workshop; and that Sheriff's staff continue to work with Cenera
Services and Public Wrks staff and provide a report to the Board setting forth proposed sites for the needed additional housing
units. Sheriff Kirkland responded that they will present that infornmation and advi sed that an outside architectural firm was
previously hired using Inmate Conmmissary funds, and it is felt by the various departnents that a good assessnent has al ready been
made.

Bob Webb, Conprehensive Planning, reviewed background i nformati on and advi sed that the Board has been provided a copy of SB489
regardi ng water managenment planning. He stated that County staff has been working with Sierra Pacific Power Conpany (SPPCo) to
reach agreenent on two areas, water planning and future service areas, and two separate agreenents are being presented today; that
Sierra Pacific is firmthat any agreenent with the County on planning roles nust include future water service area and views that
the two agreenents are linked; that there is consensus by both County and Sierra staffs relative to planning roles, but there is
not consensus regarding future water service. He advised that there are two concepts which have been proposed regarding a retai
wat er service area agreenment, one based on SPPCo being the future single water purveyor with all new custoners going to them and
the other defining geographical service areas and the continued operation of the County as a retail water purveyor. M. Wbb then
i ntroduced Steve Wal ker, new County Water Managenent Pl anner

John Enl oe, Supervisor of Water Pl anning, SPPCo, stated that the County and Sierra have been negotiating in good faith to provide
the framework for integration and consolidation of the water systens and devel opi ng an agreenent and | egislation to bring these

i ssues together. He stated that Sierra strongly believes that the service area proposal which establishes that new custoners
within the region shall be retail customers of SPPCo, represents a significant commtnment on both Sierra's and the County's part
towards acconplishing nutually stated goals of regional water planning paired with the single purveyor water service; that, while
there are many issues and details that need to be worked out with respect to these proposals, they believe the procedural service
territory concept is superior to the geographic concept as the geographic boundary would do little to achieve the single purveyor
concept they are striving for and woul d perpetuate the present situation of both the County and Sierra working to protect the
interests of their own constituents rather than | ooking out for the interest of the region as a whole; and that their position is
that the planning agreenment, on which there is consensus, is tied to an acceptable service territory arrangenent.

John Collins, Chief Sanitary Engi neer, stated that the Uility Division recormmends that the Board proceed cautiously with regard
to the service area issue, noting that under either proposal, the Utility Division and South Truckee Mecadows G D will still be in
operation to serve existing custonmers, and the economic viability of the remaining utility operation and its custoners needs to be
protected. He stated that neither the County nor Sierra was able to obtain the objective they sought which was the purchase of the
County water systemand now a different set of rules exist; that if a service territory is agreed to, it would not give the County
much future negotiating roomand also, the fact that the |egislation may not pass should be considered; and that the County has
out standi ng agreements with Devel opers, some of which would be |ocated in Sierra's proposed service area, and Sierra has not yet

i ndi cated how those agreenments woul d be handl ed; that the proposed | egislation would be the npost appropriate way to reduce the
conpetition, which provides that a Water Pl anning Commi ssion be formed that woul d address service areas; and that |inking the



service area agreenent and the legislation is inappropriate.

A |l engt hy di scussion commenced regarding the i ssue of |inkage and M ke Reed, Sierra Pacific Power Conpany, comrented that every
| egi sl ative draft has contai ned | anguage that provides |inkage. Commi ssioner Bradhurst stated that in every discussion he has nmade
the point that he did not want |inkage.

Further discussion was held and this itemwas continued to later in the neeting to allow the opportunity for Sam McMul | en
Lobbyi st, to address sone of the issues brought forth.

Later in the neeting, M. Reed explained that his discussion relative to |inkage was not related to acquisition, but rather to
previ ous docunents relative to concerns regarding the elimnation of the conmpetitive relationship; that the | anguage of concern
contained in the legislative draft was devel oped as a nmeans to assure that any agreenent entered into with Washoe County now woul d
be binding on future Boards; and that Sierra Pacific is not saying they will not sign an agreement w thout this |anguage

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst reviewed di scussions held at previous Board neetings and stated that he had no know edge of the added
| anguage and this latest draft was just recently presented to him

M. MMl len explained that Section 51 of the draft |egislation deals with the contingency of knowi ng that an agreenent woul d be
voluntarily entered into, and was an attenpt to nake sure that everybody's interests found its way into the Bill; that it was
never intended to nmean that sonebody is forced to do sonething before an agreenent woul d be reached; and that what they attenpted
do was say that all participants are independent and woul d be working towards the best interest of their constituency, and noted
that it appears that the issue is already close to being decided and there would be no need for this provision

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that Section 51 needs to be deleted fromthe Bill draft inmediately because of the inference that
not hi ng happens unless there is an agreenent; and that he agrees there needs to be closure on the service area issue but feels the
| egi sl ati on addresses that issue.

Commi ssi oner Shaw and Sins concurred that Section 51 should be del eted.

Commi ssioner Sins reviewed Section 15 of the draft and stated that his understanding is that a regional plan for water managenent
devel oped by a regional Water Planning Comr ssion would define service areas and woul d be driven by good pl anni ng.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, Conm ssioner Bradhurst noved, seconded by Comnr ssioner Bond, that the Water Managenent Pl anning

Rol es of Washoe County and Sierra Pacific Power Company, as outlined in attachnent 1 of the agenda nenorandum dated June 8, 1995,
be approved in concept; that the recommendation of the Utility Division that water service area be based on geographic area (north
of La Posada and South of Zolezzi), as outlined in attachnent 3 of the agenda nenorandum dated June 8, 1995, and subject to the
out st andi ng devel opment agreenents bei ng honored, be approved in concept, with the understanding that these boundari es nmay be
changed over tinme; and that the District Attorney's Ofice place the material in attachnents 1 and 3 into a nmenorandum of
agreenent to be signed by both the Board of County Conmi ssioners and Sierra Pacific Power Conpany.

Ti m Tucker, area resident and Spani sh Springs devel oper, advised that the previous owner of their property installed the water
system that serves the Countrysi de Devel opment north of La Posada and is planned to also serve south of La Posada; that this
represents a significant asset and they would Iike to expand the system south of La Posada; and that they are concerned this asset
may be lost with the division by geographic area. He requested that the Board take this into consideration when defining service
ar eas.

M. Collins responded that the County has a nunber of agreenents already in place and Sierra Pacific has been advised that those
exi sting agreenments woul d need to be honored.

Conmmi ssioner Sins stated that the service area issue will be very inportant for the legislation to pass and he woul d prefer that
all options be thoroughly studi ed and would not want to preclude | ooking at Sierra's proposal and how the existing G D s and water



conpani es woul d be i npact ed.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he feels sonmething of substance needs to be on the table to elimnate section 51 fromthe draft
| egislation, and this action would represent a starting point; and that if other options are out there, they would be brought
bef ore the Board for review

M. Reed comented that Section 51 has caused a great deal of concern and rightfully so; that the first tinme he saw section 51 was
yesterday norning and feels that it needs to be renoved; that he agrees with Conm ssioner Sins that the service area issue should
be subject to the Water Pl anni ng Conmi ssion study and suggested that the Board m ght adopt an interimpolicy with the idea that
the issue will be finally resolved through the Water Pl anni ng Conmi ssion process.

Upon inquiry of Commissioner Sims, M. Collins stated that staff feels that defining service areas geographically, subject to
out st andi ng devel opnment agreenents, would provide for interimor long termneeds.

John Maclntyre, County Manager, provi ded background information regarding this item and advised that the Board has been provided a
copy of NRS 253.091, which is the statute relative to this issue; that the Board woul d need to determ ne whether the anonynous

| etter regarding operations of the Public Adm nistrators Office constitutes a conplaint; that, pursuant to Board policy, County
staff was obligated to pursue the allegations relative to sexual harassment and while there may be some question about

i nappropriate use of | anguage, there were no findings that substantiate the claim

Howar d Reynol ds, Assistant County Manager, responded to further questions of the Board.

Madel yn Shi pman, Legal Counsel, reviewed the various categories of allegations contained in the anonynous |etter and stated that
the District Attorney's office recommends that, if the Board noves forward on this issue, the allegations be separated into
categories and referred to the appropriate agency, such as enploynment issues to the Personnel Division, etc.

Conmi ssi oner Bond stated that she feels if one allegation has already been addressed, all allegations should be | ooked into; and
that she would like to focus on the auditing issues raised to determne if statutory procedures are being followed. M. Miclntyre
advi sed that an internal audit is currently being conducted in the Public Adnmi nistrators, pursuant to a programcurrently in
process to streamline procedures in various County Departnents; and that Finance staff has advised that additional auditing
procedures to address auditing issues set forth in the anonynous letter would cost approxinmately $2,000 to $2, 500.

Conmmi ssioner Sins asked if an anonynous |etter constitutes a conplaint.

Legal Counsel Shiprman advised that, to her know edge, there is no definition in the statute or el sewhere as to what actually
constitutes a conplaint; that nost people do not wish to give credence to an unsigned |letter, but the Board would need to | ook at
the specificity of the conplaint itself and whether it lends creditability, and deternine if there is any liability exposure.

Conmi ssi oner Bradhurst suggested that a performance audit of the Public Adm nistrator's office should address the various
al l egations, noting that performance audits are being conducted for various County departnents and the Public Admi nistrator's
of fice could be noved forward on the list.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, the Board determ ned that the allegations warrant sone investigation to insure that proper statutory
procedures are being followed by the Public Adm nistrators O fice.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Bond, seconded by Conmmi ssioner Bradhurst, which notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that a
performance audit be conducted as soon as possible for the Public

Admi nistrators O fice, and a report of findings be presented to the Board; that Barnard, Vogler Co., who is currently conducting
an internal audit for the Public Adm nistrators Office, or sonme other outside auditing firm conduct further auditing

i nvestigation relative to the allegations, with the additional cost not to exceed $2,500; and that staff be directed to send a
letter to Laurence Peter Digesti, Attorney representing the Public Adnministrator, regarding the Board's decision

Legal Counsel Shiprman advised that the performance audit may not address all the issues brought forth in the anonynous letter
Conmi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he would hope that the internal audit, the investigation by the Personnel Departnent, and the
performance audit would sufficiently address the issues brought forth and if this does not prove to be sufficient, the Board
shoul d be so advi sed.

of fer of dedication for the open space would provide that the firebreak would be installed by the devel oper and mai ntai ned by the
homeowners and woul d be |l ocated on the interior side of the homeowners fence; that the Nevada Division of Forestry would be
responsi ble for insuring that the appropriate maintenance is perforned; that Lewis Homes has agreed to provide the signage and
fencing for the pit entrance area and to rip up the first 100 feet of the access road outside the boundary of the subdivision; and
that the cost to the County could potentially be $13,000 for revegetation of the pit and $1440 per year if litter pickup and trai
mai nt enance were perforned by naintenance crews. He further stated that the benefit to the County would be that access to the
Forest Service |and would be assured and a controlled trail head woul d be established; and that the Park Conmi ssion reviewed this
i ssue on May 16, 1995 and noted the opportunity for future trails for area residents and the Gal ena H gh School athletic program

Arnie Hamal a, Lewi s Hones, provided maps depicting the subdivision and open space parcels. He reviewed various issues and
responded to questions of the Board, advising that it is their intent to provide non-vehicular access at the trail head and not
all ow notorized vehicles on the hillside and open space | ands.

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked if property owners woul d be advi sed about the open space and that there may be extra traffic as people



utilize the area

M. Hamal a advi sed that disclosure will be made to the property owners and this will comence as soon as the dedication for the
open space i s accepted.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond expressed concerns relative to accessibility and parking.

Commi ssioner Sinms asked if this proposal fits into the plans of the Parks Departnment to provide trails. M. Young advised that
Karen Mil | ens of the Parks Department has indicated that this does satisfy what they consider to be an appropriate part of the
trail system Conm ssioner Bradhurst stated that there have been problenms with trails in the past and noted that one of the
parcels is rather narrow and that property owners mi ght be unhappy seeing people walk by them M. Hanmal a advised that that area
is not significant and if it is an issue, it could be elimnated as a trail

Furt her discussion was held on the issues of revegetation of the pit, parking and access. M. Hanmala comented that the plan for
access off the school parking lot is prelimnary but the objective is to provide access to the school fromthe subdivision.
Commi ssi oner Sims comrented that woul d address the issue of parking for trail users.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Sins, seconded by Conmi ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,

Chai rman Shaw ordered that the offer of dedication of the open space fromLewi s Hones, including the abandoned gravel pit, be
accepted, subject to: (1) approval by the Washoe County School District or Lewis Homes to install parking to allow public access
through the tot ot and into the large trail, (2) renoval of the small trail on the far west side because of its proximty to
homes, and (3) written disclosure of public access to the trails and public open space to affected honeowners.

COWM SSI ONER COWMMENTS

Conmi ssi oner Bradhurst commented that the National Association of Counties neeting will be held July 25, 1995 and suggested that
the Board consider not having a neeting that date so that Board nenbers that wish to attend may do so.

Conmmi ssi oner Sins advised that he testified for the Government Affairs legislation in Carson City and it was di scussed that the
contenpl at ed changes that the Board will be | ooking into do not require state | aw and can be done through County Ordinances; and
that he feels the Bill will be pulled.
